Death of a Remarkable Character in 
Tennessee,

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., May 23.—On 
Wednesday last Dr. Lazarus, known as the 
“Sand Mountain Hermit,” widely known for 
his peculiar mode of life, died in his cabin 
on Sand Mountain, an old man. Mrs. Hugh 
Carlisle, wife of Maj. Carlisle, railroad 
builder, in return for skillful professional 
services rendered her in New York twenty 
years ago, bore all funeral expenses and 
buried the remains in the cemetery at 
Guntersville, Ala. 

Dr. Lazarus was a very quaint character 
and had diplomas from the best medical 
schools of New York, London, Paris, Ber- 
Un and Edinburgh. His father was at one 
time a wealthy merohantman of Wilming- 
ton, N. C., whose trading ships visited 
ports of the Old World. The son became 
an able writer and contributed to a num- 
ber of foreign journals in several languages, 
but he fell a victim to communistic views 
which ultimately exiled him from society. 
He became a misogamist, cursing the hu- 
man race, and for years had lived remote 
from civilization. His steed was a saddled 
ox and his sharers of habitation were the 
mountain goats on whose milk and wild 
roots he eked out an existence.

'TWAS DONE:FOR REVENGE. 


Will Perkins, a Burly Porter, After 
Slaying a White Lad, Es- 
capes frem a Meb. 


A frail little white boy’s life was sacri- 
ficed to a burly negro’s lust for blood last 
night in front of 1911 Franklin avenue. 

The victim, little Eddie Cole, 14 years of 
age, was stabbed in the heart by Will Per- 
kins, porter in a saloon at Sixteenth street 
and Franklin avenue. 

The murder was without apparent provo- 
cation, 

The negro fied after completing his bloody 
work. 

He was pursued by a crowd of 200 persons, 
who would have made short work of him 
if they had captured him. 

The little boy died within ten minutes 
after being cut. 

The murder was the result of a quarrel 
betwe.n two other boys earlier in the 
evening in which neither of the principdis 
in the murder took any part. 

There has been bad blood for a long 
time between the negro boys and the white 
boys who frequent the corners 4 Nine- 
teenth and Franklin avenue. 

Last night about 8 o’clock, Johnny 
Hughes, a i4-year-old negro living at 906 
North Sixteenth street, went up to the cor- 
ner of Nineteenth and Franklin and picked 
a fight with a white boy named Allison 
Heider. 

He hit Heider over the head with a club, 
knocking him down. 

Heider’s friends chased the negro down 


the street. 
As he ran he threatened that he would 


get even with the crowd of white — ——

He kept his word. 

At 10:30 he came back accompanied by 
Will Perkins, a mulatto, years old. 

Young Hughes walked up to Frank Red- 
burn and said: “‘Now we're here, what are 
you going to do?” 

Perkins also used insulting language and 
cursed the crowd of ten or twelve white 
boys. 

They talked back. 

Suddenly PRerkins made a dive into the 
crowd and captured little Eddie Cole. 

He raised his right hand in air and the 
next instant a knife he had held concealed 
there was plunged to the hilt in the heart 
of the innocent little white boy. 

The terrible deed was done in the crowd- 
ed street, right under an electric light. 

The usual Saturday night crowd was on 
the street, and as the burly negro dropped 
the limp form of his little victim fully 100 
people made a rush for him. 

Still holding the bloody knife in his hand 
the negro ran through a narrow gangway 
leading to the alley north of Franklin 
avenue, pursued by the angry crowd. 

As the murderer ran through the yard 
one of the crowd tripped him up. He fell, 
but was up again in an instant, leaving 
his hat behind.

It Is Admitted That the German 


Government Blundered. 


AN ANTIQUATED LAW. 


There Is Little Doubt but That the 


Reichstag Will Abolish the 
Obnoxieus Measqre 


‘ + 

BERLIN, May 23.—The Reichstag and 
the Diet have adjourned for the Whitsun- 
tide holidays. In the Diet the Courts re- 
form bill will be again discussed, since the 
Herrenhaus has reinstated the much-dis- 
cussed assessor paragraph after the Un- 
terhaus had rejected it. The latter, howev- 
er, will again refuse to accept it, should it 
again come up. 

Regarding the Reichstag, the Government 
desires the adoption of the new civil code 
before the final adjournment, even If the 
session is thereby prolonged to summer. 

One of the first matters for discussion 
in the Reichstag after the vacation will 
be the question introduced by the Social- 
ists and Radicals regarding the advisabil 
ity of thorougbly changing the law of 
association, which dates from 1881, and ‘is 
utterly antiquated. Herren Bebel and

GOV. ALTGELD’S SPEECH, 


The Senate Orders It Printed as the 
. Recent One of Secretary 
Carlisle Was. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 2%3.—The day 
in the Senate was consumed by the “filled 
cheese” bill and the second installment of 
the speech of Mr. Allen (Populist, Neb.) 
on the Butler bill to prohibit the issue of 
bonds without the authority of Congress. 
On the ground that the “filled cheese” 
bill was a revenue measure several amend- 
ments to raise revenue were offered, but 
all failed. One by Mr. Mills (Dem., Texas) 
tp impose a 5 per cent internal revenue 
tax on all products in excess of $10,000 per 
annum from establishments manufacturing 


iron, steel, copper, nickel, brass, lead, 
zinc, cotton, wool, hemp, silk or flax was 
laid on the table by a vote of 42 to 15. 

Amendments by Mr. Allen (Pop.) of Ne- 
braska for an additional internal revenue 
tax of N a barrel on beer, ale and porter, 
and by Mr. Gray (Dem.) of Delaware for 
an import duty of 10 cents a pound on tea 
were iost by similar votes, and the filled 
cheese bill was then obliged to give way 
to the bond. bill. 

Mr. Allen devoted himself to the silver

LONDON, May 23.—The long sitting of the 
House of Commons, lasting nearly twenty- 
four hours, from Thursday efternoon 
through the night to 1:30 p. m. on Friday, 
has been the sensation of the week and has 
revived memories of Irish obstructi@.

Dead men’s shoes“ is a common expres- 
sion, but it means much in many parts of 
the Old World, where the boots of the 
dead are accorded much impor%ance. 

In Scotland, in the northern parts of En- 
gland, in Scandinavia, as well as in Hun- 
gary, Croatia and Roumania, the utmost 


care is taken among the lower classes thad 
each corpse is provided with a pair of 42 
shoes before being laid into the ground. If 
the dead person happens to be a tramp and 
to have been found dead bare-footed, there 
will always be some charitable soul to fur- 
nish a pair of good boots for interment 
along with the corpse. 

An inspector of police in Scotland has 
been known to purchase of his own ac- 
cord a new pair of boots to place them in 
the grave, reopened for the purpose, of a 
murdered stranger, who had been inadvert- 
ently interred bare-footed the day before. 

This practice, which likewise prevails 
among the Tsiganes, as: well as in many 
parts of Asia, is attributable to the belief 
that unless the dead are well shod.when 
buried their ghosts come back to haunt the 
locality where they breathed meir last in 
search of a pair of boots.

TO TAX CHURCH 


Important Opinion of Counselor 
Marshall on This Point. 


LAW OUTLINED. 


MISSOURI 


Assessor Frederick Requested It and 
Says He Will Follow It Strictly in 
the Assessments of 1887. 


One of the most important opinions hand- 
ed down by City Counselor Marshall during 
his term of office was forwarded to As- 
sessor Frederick yesterday. 

It has to do with taxation of church and 
school property and will result in the taxa- 
tion of all personal property belonging to 
churches and schools when the assess- 
ment for 1897 is made. 

The opinion is in reply to a communication 
sent to Mr. Marshall by Assessor Freder- 
ick several weeks ago asking for a ruling 
on a number of mooted questions which 


had presented themselves while the assess- 
men s for 1896 were being made, It is as 
ollows: 


Hon. A. H. Frederick, President Board of 

Aasessors: 

I have the honor to rcknowledge receipt 
of your request for m opinion upon the 
following propositions, wit: 

1. Ought the pert ial roperty of 
churches, schools and c .ritable institutions 
be exempt from taxati.n? 

2. Ought the property of a school, church 
or charitable institution be exempt from 
taxation if the same is rented, in part, for 
purposes other than the above, although 
the income thus derived is used by them 
for their school, ghurch or charitable work? 

3. Ought a building be exempt from taxa- 
tion when the same is us for church, 
school or, charitable purposes, but where 
the title of the property is vested in some 
property owner who coliects rent from said 
school, church or charitable organization? 

4. Ought one entire acre be exempt from 
taxation where only a part of said acre 
has any building on it? 

5. one any school be exempt from taxa- 
tion where the scholars are obliged to pay 
tuition, and where the school is conducted 
as a money making enterprise? 

Answering the questions in order pro- 
pounded, I have the honor respectively to 
advise as follows: 

1. Sec. 7,504, art. 1, chap. 138, Revised Stat- 
utes of Misouri, 1889, exempts from taxation 
sixth lots in incorporated cities or towns, 
or within one mile of the limits of any such 
city or town, to the extent of one acre, and 
lots one mile or more distant from such 
cities or towns to the extent of five acres, 
with the buildings thereon, when the same 
are used exclusively for religious worship, 
for schools or for purposes purely chari- 


le. 

It will thus be observed that it is the real 
estate which is exempted under this section, 
and that nothi is said about personal 
property. It might well be urged that per- 
sonal property should also be exempt, but 
the answer is that the Legislature has not 
seen fit to do su..As much as I regret it, I 
am therefore, to advise you that 
personal property of this character is not 
exempt from taxation. I, therefore, answer 
the f ~* interrogatory in the negative.

JURY OUT BUT A SHORT TIME 


End of a Long aad Harassing Suit 
Which Revived Recollections of 
Leuis J. Silva's Defalcations. 


Fifty thousand dollars and interest 
amounting to $9,350 is what the jury in the 
Boogher-Ralnwa ter case says Mr. Rain- 
water and Mr. Silva owe to the plaintiff, S.

After a week of 
work on a very intricate case, — . — in 
the testimony a cart load of books, the jury 
took less than half an hour to come to a 
decision. Even Judge Withrow did not ex- 
pect a finding so soon. He had declared a 
recess and left the court room, telling Mr. 
McEntire he would return in a few min- 
utes. When he got back the jury was wait- 
ing for him. Neither the plaintiff nor de- 
fendant were present. 


The foreman of the jury handed the 
verdict up to the bench, but after looking 
over it Judge Withrow found that the 
drawing ot ſt was defective, according to 
the instructions.

Ne Was Well Known in Political and 
Trish Gircles. 


Justice Patrick Sheehan, an old landmark 
in Irish affairs and politics-in St. Louis, 
died suddenly at his home, 106 South Tenth 
street, at 3:45 yesterday afternoon. 

Judge Sheehan was one of the best known 
public characters in St. Louis. He has been 
prominent in local Democratic politics for

In February, 1892, following Mr. Porter's 
reprint of bulletin 104, S. 8. King of Kansas 
City, Kan., published in The Arena an ar- 
ticle entitled “‘Bondholders and Breadwin- 
ners,“ in which he compared the growth of 
Massachusetts with certain nine other 


States, Pennsylvania with twelve others: 


and New York with fifteen others. 

This publication excited widespread com- 
ment and showed conclusively how the 
West and South are being robbed by un- 
just legislation in the interest of the East. 

Within three months after this publica- 
tion appeared, Mr. Porter came to the 
rescue of this section with bulletin No. 192, 
evidently designed to neutralize the effect 
of Mr. King’s astonishing disclosures. -In 
this bulletin he adds one hundred and twen- 
ty-five millions to the assessed wealth of the 
nine States with which Mr. King had com- 
pared Massachusetts, on account of rail 
roads which they do not own, while to the 
wealth of Massachusetts, which does own 
a large share of these railroads, besides 
thone located in her own bounds, he adds 
nothing! 

To the fifteen States with which Mr. 
King has compared New York, he adds 
two hundred and twelve millions ‘on ac- 
count of railroads they do not own, while 
to New York, which does own not only the 
largest share of these very same railroads, 
but several thousand miles within her own 
limits, he adds—nothing! 

Nor is this all. This very same bulletin, 
No. 192, shows that the expert“ tax dodg- 
ers of New York had so concealed the 
larger par? of their personal property that 
Ohio, with less than one-half the aggregate 
wealth of New York, hed assess to her 
one hundred and sixty-three millions more 
of personal property than New York. Yet 
in his padding process, Mr. Porter finds 
nothing to add to New York’s wealth. 


Not satisfied with thus manipulating his 
twice certified bulletin No. 104 he brings to 
his aid his guessing powers in his at- 
tempt to neutralize the startling disclosures 
of Mr. King’s publication. 

He had admitted, as we have seen, that 
the assessed values as made by State offi- 
cers have always formed the basis of the 
decennial estimates of the wealth of the sev- 
eral States and has virtually admitted that 
estimates of free values are mere guess- 
work, so he issues bulletin No. 329 in which 
he guesses or estimates the true value of 
the wealth of the nine States referred to, to 
be (after adding $125,000,000 on account. of 
railroads) 29% per cent greater than their 
assessed values, while he guesses that of 
Massachusetts, without any railroads ad- 
ded, is only 30 per cent greater than her 
assessed value. 

But his most remarkable feat is in his 
treatment of Illinois. 

In bulletin No. 104 in both the original and 
the reprint, and also in bulletin No. i9% he 
says the aggregate wealth of Illinvis has 
decreased $59,000,000 from 1880 to 1890 and in 
all three he has a foot-note accounting fcr 
this decrease by saying that the State 
Board of Equalization of Illinois cstimates 
the assessed values at 50 per cent in 1880 
and only 25 per ceut in 1890 of the values. 

Yet, although Mr. Porter has thus three 
times certified to this decrease and three 
times accounted for it on the ground that 
the rate of assessment is only 25 4% cent 
of true value, in his final report he gives 
Illinois an increase of twenty-three millions 
in her as values instead of fifty-nine 
millions decrease and gives the rate of as- 
sessment at less than 16 per cent of true 
value instead of 2 per cent. 

And thus are the people being ‘‘fooled’’ 
by their own officials.

Charles H. Lamb and Polly Duncan Are 
One, but She Clings to Her 
Maiden Name. 4 


Here is a story of anew woman wedding, 
with a new woman preacher, a new woman 
bride and a new woman in the role of spec- 
tator. 

The new woman preacher was Rev. Mattie 
Hart Younkin, wife of Dr. E. Younkin, 
3035 Lucas avenue. It was her first experi- 
ence in tying the nuptial knot, and the first

Stanton and the other strong-minded women 
who have devoted their energies to the task 
of relegating man to the sphere they think 
he should occupy. 

When Mrs. Duncan decided to marry Mr. 
Lamb, she asserted her independence and 
her loyalty to the cause of woman, by in- 
sisting on a woman preacher doing the job. 
Mr. amb bleated a feeble protest. He 
had never been married by a woman before, 
nor by a man either, and he was inclined to 
think it irregular, but he yielded to the will 
of his prospective better half. On Friday 
the couple came to St. Louls and secured 
rooms in a private boarding-house near the 
residence of Mrs. Younkin. 

It was decided to have the ceremony per- 
formed in Mrs. Younkin’s parlor so as to 
make sure that no publicity would be given 
to the event. This was a happy thought as 
otherwise some graceless reporter might 
have given the story to the world.

TOOK THE WRONG TACK. 


King’s Highway Committee Should Ap- 
peal to the Assembly, 


Representatives of the several civic and 
commercial clubs that have manifested 
such a keen interest in the improvement of 
King’s highway held another conference 


with the Committee on Streets of the Board 
of blic Improvements yesterday. 

Among those present were Robert Moore, 
representing the Commercial Club; Henry 
T. Kent, Chairman of the several joint com- 
mittees from a large number of organiza- 
tions; William E. Guy, the Merchants’ Ex- 
change; O. H. Green and Dr. Charles D. 
Stevens, the Paint, Ol and Drug Club; 
Messrs. Henry B. Lucas and Charles Es- 
penschied, the L. A. W.; Charles A. Gibson, 
the Business Men’s League, and P. J. Pauly, 
the Manufacturers’ Association. 

The committee representatives came to 
urge the sanction of the board to an ordi- 
nance providing for the improvement. But 
they were no little disappointed to find an 
unwillingness on the part of the Board Com- 
mittee to do this. 

President McMath attempted to explain 
to the visitors that they had started at the 
wrong end of the line for official sanction to 
the proposed appropriation. He said that 
the primary thing to be done was to go

before the ropriation Committees of the 
two Houses of the Assembly and urge upon 
them the necessity for the appropriation 
and then the board would most cheerfully 
frame the ordinance accordingly. 

Before this controversy took place, how- 
ever, a general discussion was had as to

Mr. Kent said that to them it made little 
difference whether the bed was of granite, 
macadam, asphalt or brick. 

President McMath said that he was satis- 
fied that a granite surface was preferable.

But I give notice right now that the eople 
who are behind and insisting on this im- 
provement will see to it that no railroad 
company will ever get a franchise over the 
twenty-foot strip, which we propose to 
adorn with trees and monuments.”’

Judge Peabody Says That People Who

At several shipping points in Northern 
Mississippi these fruits are reported al- 
most a failure through various causes. 
Very similar reports come from several 
points in Southeast Missouri. As to the 
peach crop, many write that much depends 
on the weather, as frequent rains means 
decay and destruction of the crop. It will 
therefore be seen that the fruit crop will 
not be as large as it threatened to be a 
month ago.

Under 
this new rule A can’t go to C and a car 
load of No. 2 white oats at 22 cents a el, 
the market price quoted on for C 
is not allowed to sell him. But A must go to 
B, who bought the oats at 22 cents m 
C. and pay B or A cents a bushel, just 
the retail price may be, or whatever the re- 
tall dealers may combine to make it. 

“I insist that such a rule uces the 
rankest kind of a monopoly and that K is 
totally unfair, and that such a rule works to 
dishonestly make the consumer pay two 
profits where he should pay but one. 

“They can make the most of this if they 
want to. I have heard nothing about reso- 
lutions of censure or expulsion to be pre- 
ferred against me before the Directors 
Change. 

“I have made a specific charge, it is true

It Is Estimated That, Including the 


Expositien Visitors, Over 500,000 
Strangers Will Ceme Here. 


The year 189% will be a memorable one in 
the history of St. Louis for entertainment 
of strangers within her gates: 

The metropolis of the Mississippi Valley 
long years ago won her laurels as the con- 
vention city of America. This year she 
will fairly outdo herself in this respect. 

During the next six months there will be 
more outsiders in the city than ever be- 
fore during the same length of time. 

St. Louis will be the mecca of strangers 


from all over the country and of not a 
few from foreign lands, for she has a way 
of capturing international gatherings with 
a facility which would be surprising were 
it not for her well-knawn world-wide repu- 
tation for hospitality. Visitors to St. Louis 
know that they will receive fair treatment, 
and that the knock-down and drag out

This reputation for hospitality of the old 
school was won in the palmy steamboat 
Gays, and it has been jealously guarded 
ever since. It has grown with the city's 
growth until it has become proverbial.

conventions to be held this year. 
he list of those already secured comprises 
some of the most notable political, re- 
ligious, industrial and financial gatherings. 
They will serve to make St. Louis for a 
riod of six months a.crowded city, but she 
as ample accommodations for her guests. 
Twelve conventians to be held during the 
fall months have already been secured and 
it is thought that the aggregate number of 
visitors attending them will not fall short 
Of 350,000. ‘ 


The visitors who will come here to attend 
the Exposition and the Fair will swell the 
number to nearly 500,000.

St. Louis has captured three of the great 
national political conventions, a feat in it- 
self almost unprecedented. With character- 
istic enterprise her merchants have vied 
with each other in etriving to afford out-, 
siders an opportunity to experience such 
hospitality as is accorded convention vis- 
itors in no other oity in the United States. 

The coming Republican convention will 
be one of the most notable in the history 
of the party and has been prepared for in a 
manner in every way worthy of so great 
@ gathering: The Auditorium, erected by 
St. Louisans at a cost of $60,000, is acknow!l- 
edged to be one of the finest buildings ever 
erected solely for convention purposes. It 
is estimated that the convention will at- 
tract not less than 200,000 visitors to the 
city. More than that, it will mark the 
opening of a remarkable season of con- 
ventions of a national character. 

On July 22 the great Auditorium will for 
the second time be the scene of a Na- 
tional political convention.

Among its victims are numbered 
nearly every veteran physician and nurse 
in great hospitals like Belleyue, the House 
of Relief, New York Hospital and others 
in New York City, the Hotel de Dieu in 
Paris and ChaNng Cross Hospital in Lon- 
don, It is one of a number of diseases 
peculiar to people who work constantly 
in such institutions. 

Hospitalism is a sort of chronic lethargy. 
By that it is not meant to convey the 
idea that hospital attaches are lazy, but 


ar physicians admit that there is a 
subtle influence tending to weaken ambition 
and which amounts practically to a dis- 
ease, 

It is dus to séveral causes. One is en- 
forced lack of exercise, es liy outdoor 
exercise. There are physicians in Bellevue 
and large institutions like it who do not 
leave the hospital grounds for a morth 
at a time, and in winter they rarely go 
outside of the buildings. 

Another cause of hospitalism is the gen- 
eral air of cheerlessness and morbidity 
which pervades these stopping places and 
dying places of invalids. A more gloomy 
ace thar a hospital would be hard ‘to 
magine, 

“A very large number of the patients in 
American hospitals, especially in thie one,” 
said a Bellevue physician, “are consump- 
tives or victims of other ases which 
make them inactive. Their presénce im- 
peste an air of laziness and gloom to the 
nstitution which sooner or later lays hold 
of the men and women who dwell from 
month to month in it. The patients might 
almost as well be blocks of marble so far 
as lending life to those about them is con- 
cerned.’ 

While tuberculosis could not be called a 
hospital disease, the following remarks by 


Deputy Warden Rickard, who has been in 


Bellevue a long term of years, are signifi- 
cant. “It is a_recognized fact,” he said, 
“that persons who work in h itals are 
more apt to become victims of tuberculosis 
than others. This is due to the large num- 
ber of such cases treated, the great length 
of time the patients are usually in the hos- 
pital, and the remarkable vitality of the 
germ which causes consumption.” 
Hospitalism is by no means the only dis- 
ease peculiar to hospitals. For instance, 
there is what is commonly known among 
hospital people as hospital fever. Nearly 
all persons, especially nurses who come 
from the country, are affected by it shortly 
after entering an institution.

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THE MAN-KILLING CLAM. 
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MAN-KILLING CLAM, 


Huge Monsters That Lie Hidden in 
Coral Reefs. 


The clam has a good reputation among 
men, but there are clams in the world in 
the clutch of whose huge shells lies 4 ter- 
rible death. On the coral reefs of the Pa- 
cific and Indian Oceans are imbedded great 
clams that trap men to their death. Huge 
clams, weighing twenty pounds, in con- 
trol of shells that weigh 500 pounds or more, 
aré formidable foes. 

The shell of these gigantic bivalves 18 
five feet long by two and three-quarters 
wide. If a pearl diver is caught between 
these stupendous pincers his career on 
earth comes to a sudden end. 

At low-tide a man has been known to 
get his foot into the jaws of one of these 
man-killing clams. The jaws have closed 
and the victim, unable to move, has watched 
the incoming tide creep up upon him until 
death has come to relieve his agony. 

A luminous spot on the waters has some- 
times lured a thoughtless investigator to 
put out his hand to touch the phosphores- 
cent glow. The shells of a clam have 
clutched his arm and dragged him down to 
death beneath the waters. 

The pearl divers in Eastern climes are 
obliged to exercise great care to avoid the 
voracity of these monstrous bivalves. 
More to be feared than the shark, owing 
to the difficulty of detecting their presence, 
they are responsible for many mysterious 
disappearances. That hundreds of men have 
been dragged to death by clams is a matter 
of certainty and known to all navigators of 
the Indian Ocean. 

It is interesting to know that the shells 
of these man-destroying clams are some- 
times used as baptismal fonts.

TRAVELING HILLS. 


Curious Sand Dunes on Seven-Mile 
Beach Going Inland. 


On Seven-Mile Beach, Cape May County, 
N. J., are a curious lot of moving sand 
dunes. These hills of sand, some of thtm 


forty or fifty feet in height, writes a cor- 
respondent of the New York Press, have 
been moving for many years. All along the 
length of the island are a line of hills. 
They are the formation of the sand wash- 
ed up by the storms of many years. 
Year by year these huge heaps of sand 


have been adually creeping  stealthily 
back, back from the sea, in their march 
covering acres of growing trees. Even now 


the tops of many trees. extend upward 
througW the traveling sand-hills. hou- 
sands of fine cedars, hollies and oaks have 
been encircled by these encroaching hills 
and killed. 

In ten years the hills have advanced, per- 
haps thirty feet. These traveling hills are 
propelled by the wind. Like huge snow- 
drifts they are blown further and further 
inshore every year. 

Far back on the meadow at the lower end 
of Seven-Mile Beach, there stands a sand- 
hill fifty feet high.

OTHE RAT KING.” 


A Curious Freak of Nature . 
Studied By Naturalists. 

The “Rat King” is & fame given by nat- 

uralists to a of rats whose tails 

have become entangled to such an extent 


that it is impossible for one rat to separate 
itself from the-others, TH entangled rats 
are obliged to depend upon their liberated 
friends and relatives for nourishment. 

The famous German artist, Ludwig Beck- 
mann, examined a rat king” that had been 
recently killed and made a careful sketch 
of the animals, a picturé of which is here 
KR 

he rat king from which the sketch was 
made was submitted to the attention of sev- 
eral noted scientists. A taxidermist re- 
moved the hair, tallow, clay, etc., that sur- 
rounded the knot of tails. 

Only the tails weré entangled, but they 
were knotted together so closely that it was 
impossible to ease certain parts. Careful 
examination showed that none of the tails 
had actually grown 8 : 

Mr. Beckmann’s explanation of the origin 
of these rat kings is as follows: The old 
rat lies upon the tails of the young rats and 
throws the latter about with her snout, thus 
producing the first knot. As the young rats 
are helpless and do not miove about much, 
a small quantity of c or mud is sufficient 
to keep the talls united. As the tall of a rat 
grows very rapidly the taille will become in- 
separably entangled in a short time. After 
awhile quite a number of yoting rats are 
irretrievably joined together for life. How 
many individual rats compose a “rat king“ 
is a question wholly of chance. The rats 
that have not fallen victims to the tail en- 
tanglement are kindly and loyal to their 
captive brethren. The name rat king“ is 
due to the fact that the tail-tied rats live 
royally. They toil not, neither do they spin. 
The knots in their tails are their passports 
to a life of leisure. 

The “rat king is made up of rats that are 
fat and well kept.

CARING FOR DOGS. 


A St. Louis Expert Gives Some Timely 
— Information. 


This is the season when dogs, like their 
masters ana mistresses, are beginning to 
feel indisposed. They have many Ills in 
summer, and yet they want the power to de- 
fine their troubles so that their owners may 
prescribe for them. 

In order to learn the proper cause of treat- 
ment for sick dogs and the best means of 
keeping them in good health if they are 
not already ill a Sunday Post-Dispatch re- 


orter sought out a man who has made 
he rearing of dogs the work of his life. 
He has charge of a splendid kennel in St. 
Louis Coum:y and has the patron of 
some of the city’s most prominent citizens. 
For reasons ci his own he asked tha 
name be withheld. ;

Here are some of the 
about dogs: Nine-tenths the diseases of 
dogs arise from injudicious feeding. Until 


they are 3 months old. dogs should be fed 
three times a day and then until they are 
6 months old twice a day. Adult dogs 
should be fed only once a day, and the time 
of the meal should be determined accord- 
ing to the uses to which the dog is put. If 
he is a watch-dog he should receive his 
meal in the morning, for it is ainst reason 
to suppose that he will be awake and read 
for duty at night if his stomach is full. 
An ordinary house dog whose owners wish 
him to be quiet at night should be fed in 
the evening. The meal will make him 
sleepy and dull and will deprive him of all 
desire tu ferret around and bark and howl 
to the annoyance of the neighborhood. 
The digestive organs of the dog are r 
and glow in their processes. It takes » 4 
seven hours to digest a meal, and hence you 
see the reason why he should never be 
stuffed with food whenever he whines or 
wa his tail. Meat, of course, is the nat- 
ural food of the dog. He is a carnivorous 
animal and by nature he is inclined to lie 
in wait for his prey. But the ordinary do- 
mestic dog that has nothing to do but loun 
around should not be fed on meat entirely. 
His food should consist of one-third meat, 
one-third cereals and one-third vegetables. 
While the gastric juice in a dog’s stomach 
digests a bone in three hours, it will not 
digest cereais, such as corn, at all, unless 
they are cooked almost to a starch or pulp. 
Hence, whatever is given a dog to eat, 
expecially cereals, sHould be thoroughly 
cooke 
When a dog shows symptoms of sickness 
he should be given a cathartic at once 
and withcut any special inquiry into the na- 
ture of his trouble. Castor oil is as good as 
anything else, and as it acts 3 
a cupful of it will be as good as a spoonfu 
and, in fact, it will be better. 
An exception should be made to the rule 
of feeding a dog once a day. He should be 
fasted for thirty-six hours every week.

The retail shoe clerk is in most cases a 
philosopher. He has a trained eye and, 
excellent judgmeht, as a rule, and his 
opinion of his calljng and the people he

At least that's what the chivalrous shoe 
clerks say, and they ought to know. 

If you were to get a composite expres- 
sion of opinion from all the clerks in this 
city you would be informed that as a gen- 
oral proposition it is no easy task to sell 
a pair of shoes to a woman; that all wo- 
men are more or less eccentric, but that 
the St. Louis woman in her most fitful 
mood, whether in or out of a shoe store, 
is a creature that a man would delight to 
serve at any cost. 


The clerks will tell you that it takes 
twice the time to sell shoes to a woman 
that is required to fit a male customer, 
and is withal much harder work. And yet 
in the next breath they will hasten to as- 
sure you that they would not accept a 
position as salesmen of men’s shoes for 
a substantial raise in salary. 

This statement was drummed into a Sun- 
day Post-Dispatch reporter’s ears so per- 
sistently while on his round last week that 
he sought one of the oldest salesmen in the 
city, a veritable grizzled veteran, and asked 
him for an explanation of what looked like 
a 9 . 

he old-timer was thoughtful for a mo- 
ment and then said: eh ' 

„Tou ask me why I or any ‘other sales- 
man would rather weit on a woman than 
on a man. That's a very difficult and very 
comprehensive question to answer off-hand. 

“There is no sentiment or anything like 
that in it, 8 knew a ladies man 
in the shoe trade who would willingly go 
into amy other branch of the business. You 
have often noticed, no doubt, that the aver- 
age man who uses a telephone would rather 
talk to ‘Central’ during the day time when 
there is a woman at the other end of the 
wire than at night, when a man is on duty. 
In nine caseb out of ten the man has never 
seen the telephone girl, but the sound of 
her voice is good to hear. , 

“There i@ another reason, too, why 4 
salesman would rather wait on 4 woman 
than on a man. Though it is harder work 
it is less trying on the temper. The best male 
customer will sometimes say things that 
will make a clerk feel like asking him to 
step out on the pavement He can't talk 
back and hold his position, though, and so 
he has to grin and bear it. 

“With a woman it is different. If she does 
get angry and make bitter remarks, why, 
bless her heart, it is her privilege. All the 
clerk has to do is bow his devoted head, 
smile and say that he 18 sorry. Then, when 
he finally suits her, he has achieved a 
triumph. A man’s dignity never suffers 
through being ‘roasted’ by a woman under 
such circumstances. It’s different when a 
man gets you where you can’t defend your- 
self and makes cutting remarks.” 


A Uttle further investigation along the 


male clerk’s preference for female trade 
is fully reciprocated. 

“There are a few women,” said one of 
the clerks, “who do not like to be waited 
on by a man. They are exceptions, though, 
and very few of them are native St. Louis- 
ans. The great majority of St. Louis women 
would a great deal rather buy shoes from 
aman than from a woman. A woman, 
however strong-minded she may ba, has 
a certain confidence in a man's superior 
— weeny and it is hard to shake this 
confidence. 

There are a few women in the business 
here in St. Louis, but they have not yet 
proven a distinct success. Women have 
a way of gvarring with each other, and 
when you get a woman customer and a 
woman clerk at loggerheads you not only 
have trouble on hand, but the sale, if it is 
ever made, takes twice as long as if the 
clerk were a man.

HOTTEST PLACE ON EARTH. 


It Is Found in the Interior of the Mois- 
son Electric Furnace. 

Science has made a place that can far 
surpass in its enormous heat the wonderful 
fiery furnace of Biblical times, and even Ve- 
suvius and Etna when in full action. As 
might—or might not—be expected, this stu- 
pendous heat is due to the agency of. elec-

In the interest of 
suffering humanity the physician to whom 
these Hes were addressed kindly per- 
mits their publication here. 


Dr. Thomas Opie of Baltimore is widely 
known as the Professor of 71 —— in 
the College of Physicians and Surgeons of 
that city, and is one of the most eminent 
of all American physicians in his chosen 
specialty, His answer is as follows:

Dr. F. Winckel, Professor of Gynaecology 
and Director of the Royal University Clin- 
ics for Women in Munich, contributes the 
following: 

“No woman can be well unless she is 
abundant! nourished. She must have 
plenty of blood. To keep up a sufficient 
supply of this she must eat an abundance 
of — 1 Sde must drink plenty 
of milk and eat plentifully of eggs and 
meat. Fresh meat is especially essential. 
A woman will not have sufficient appetite 

abundantiy unless she exer- 

freely an if she does 
abundantly she will have need 

of still further exercise to promote the ac- 
tive performance of their functions by her 
digestive organs. If she exercises freely 
that exercise should be taken under the 
most healthful conditions possible. 

Ihe should wear loose clothing at all 
times, but above all when exercising. All 
her exercise should be taken, as far as 
practicable, in the open air. On rising in the 
morning take a plunge bath in cold water. 
I mean by that plunge into the water and 
out again without remaining a minute or 
even a second, under the surface. Many 
women will imagine that this will give 
them cold, but it will not if properly done. 
The whole point is to have reaction: take 
place immediately. To secure this have 
the room in which the bath is taken heated 
to at least eighty-five degrees Fahrenheit. 
When the faire bather emerges from the 
water, the warm air will strike the mo- 
mentarily chilled surface of her body and 
reaction will immediately take place. 

This should be still further promoted by 
vigorous rubs with a Turkish towel and re- 
maining for a few moments between warm 
blankets, etc. It matters not how cold the 
water, provided the entrance into it and 
the exit from it be as nearly instantaneous 
as possible. No cold can be taken where 
there is immediate reaction. On the other 
hand, a similar plunge into warm water and 
emergence from it into the atmosphere of a 
cold room would most infallibly cause the 
bather to take cold. The reason why sea 
bathing so often proves detrimental instead 
of beneficial is because a bathing dress is 
usually worn. The bather emerges from 
the water and the reaction that would oth- 
erwise ensue is prevented by the wet bath- 
ing dress whose ey ry! folds cling clam-

Women must 
ractice outdoor amusements, such as row- 
ng, bowling, archery, walking, lawn ten- 
nis, golf, horseback exercise, etc. She 
must avoid excessive: development of the 
nervous system by study and prolonged ef- 
fort of memory. She must dress properly, 
discarding corsets, wearing no tight or 
heavy clothing, and especially having her 
garments fit easily and loosely about the 
waist and chest. She must avoid impru- 
dence during her periodical recurrence of 
certain physiological conditions, resting at 
such times and avoiding exposure to cold 
add moisture.
